Augusta to Observe Its 150 th 
Anniversary... Continued

Augusta was the cross 
roads for the pioneers. Here 
they stopped after their over¬ 
land journey from Virginia, the 
Carolinas or from other parts of 
Kentucky, or they halted their 
flatboats from Pittsburgh and 
Redstone. Here they replen¬ 
ished their supplies, traded for 
household goods, wagon and 
on teams or horses, and en¬ 
tered the Northwest Territory 
by way of John Baude’s Ferry, 
which he had established in 
1793. This ferry is still in use 
today. 

The road they climbed to 
Felicity, thence to Bethel and 
Williamsburg, was legalized 
and “improved” by the Ter¬ 
ritorial Legislature and called 
the Round Bottom-Augusta 
Road. Later it was extended to 
Perintown, Milford and New¬ 
town. If the Ohio River was 
the highway into the western 
lands, Augusta was the door 
which opened into that won¬ 
derful region. 

The settlers of Augusta 
had been wealthy and here 
recouped their fortunes lost 
during the Revolutionary War. 
They built beautiful homes of 
Southern Colonial architecture 
and devoted leisure time to 
cultural pursuits. The tobacco 
they brought from Virginia be¬ 
came the principal crop of the 
region and Augusta became

a leading shipping point, es¬ 
pecially in the heyday of the 
steamboat. Much wealth was 
accumulated by her citizens. 

Travelers wrote enthusi¬ 
astically about the town, its 
hospitable people. Among 
them was Gen. James Taylor, 
founder of Newport, Ky., who 
stopped to visit Capt. Philip 
Buckner, a former neighbor in 
Virginia, and bought from him 
a yoke of oxen, some fowl 
and the first cow that came to 
Newport. 

Business, banking, shop¬ 
ping, traveling, all connected 
by Cincinnati; even the adver¬ 
tisements in the Bracken Sen¬ 
tinel, a newspaper of Augusta, 
were directed to Cincinnati, 42 
miles down the Ohio. When 
the tobacco trade reached its 
peak the warehouse in Cincin¬ 
nati was the second largest in 
the world and businessmen of 
Augusta were prominent in 
promoting this industry. 

However, Augusta’s 
greatest claim to fame lay in 
Augusta College, its faculty 
and its graduates. Bracken 
Academy, established in 1798, 
held its first classes in Captain 
Buckner’s home. Terms were 
$3 a quarter “with no extra 
charge for wood.” The school 
flourished, became the Augus¬ 
ta Academy, and in 1822 was 
taken over by the Methodist 
Episcopal Conference, which 
erected a handsome building 
flanked by two dormitories.

"Delivered unto death for Jesus* sake** (II Cor. 

4:11). 

There is much that we all do for our own sake, for the 
sake of our children, our loved ones or others, but the real 
test of the believer's love for the Lord is what he does "for 
Jesus' sake." 

Under the dispensation of Law our Lord told His 
disciples that to be forgiven they must forgive: "Forgive, 
and ye shall be forgiven" (Luke 6:37), "but if ye forgive not 
men their trespasses, neither will your Father forgive your 
trespasses" (Matt. 6:15). 

But now, under the dispensation of grace, He exhorts 
us to forgive one another "even as God for Christ's sake 
hath forgiven you" (Eph. 4:32). The difference is striking.

In the light of this be tenderhearted and 
forgiving toward others. 

And we are to go farther than this: Not only are we to 
forgive our brethren in Christ, but we are to be prepared 
to show this attitude toward the world as well. St. Paul 
said: "For though I be free from all men, yet have I made 
myself servant unto all" (I Cor. 9:19), and referring to his 
persecutions by unbelievers, he said: "We... are always 
delivered unto death for Jesus' sake" (II Cor. 4:11). How 
many unbelievers would be won to Christ; how many of 
our Christian friends would be strengthened and helped, if 
we adopted this attitude toward others! 

As to suffering itself, the Apostle also gladly bore this 
"for Jesus' sake." In writing to the Corinthians, he said: "I 
take pleasure in infirmities, in reproaches, in necessities, 
in persecutions, in distresses for Christ's sake; for when I 
am weak, then am I strong" (II Cor. 12:10). He had learned 
that in weakness he leaned the harder, prayed more, and 
was brought closer to His Lord, and herein lay his spiritual 
strength.

The Kentucky Soil Ero¬ 
sion and Water Quality Cost 
Share Program along with 
the Environmental Steward¬ 
ship Program are created to 
help agricultural operations 
protect the soil and water re¬ 
sources of Kentucky. These 
programs were established 
by the Kentucky General 
Assembly in the 1994 and 
2000 and over the 17 years 
of these programs approxi¬ 
mately $ 120 million has been 
approved to plan, design and 
install much needed best 
management practices on 
approximately 14,200 farms 
to protect soil resources and 


water quality. 

These annual cost share 
funds are administered by 
conservation districts with 
priority given to animal 
waste related problems and 
agricultural district par¬ 
ticipants where pollution 
problems have been identi¬ 
fied. Initial funding for the 
program will be provided by 
the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture and now also 
utilizes the Tobacco Mas¬ 
ter Settlement Agreement 
Funds. 

These programs are ad¬ 
ministered at the state level 
by the Soil and Water Con¬ 
servation Commission and 
the Kentucky Division of 
Conservation, located in 
Frankfort. Applications are 
ranked statewide and ap¬ 
proved for funding based on 
available funds.

DCP/ACRE and SURE 
enrollment deadline 
June 1, 2012 

John W. McCauley, 
State Executive Director 
of USDA’s Kentucky Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
reminds producers that June 
1, 2012, is the deadline 
for enrolling in the 2012 
Direct and Counter-cyclical 
Program (DCP), Average 
Crop Revenue Election 
(ACRE) Program and the 
Supplemental Revenue 
Assistance Program (SURE). 
This is a statutory deadline 
for all participants in these 
programs. 

“It is critical for producers 
to begin and/or complete the 
enrollment process if they 
have not already done so,” 
said McCauley. “A significant 
number of farms eligible 
for the 2012 DCP/ACRE 
programs have not enrolled 
and these producers need to 
be aware of this deadline.” 

All signatures of 
producers receiving a share 
in DCP/ACRE payments 
are required by the June 1, 
2012, deadline. The election 
for ACRE for 2012 can be 
made any time before June 1, 
2012. If a farm has an ACRE 
election from a prior year, the 
farm remains in the ACRE, 
however producers must 
still complete the annual 
enrollment process by the 


June 1 deadline. 

McCauley stated, “It is 
important producers contact 
their local office to set up 
appointments well before 
this deadline to ensure 
all required signatures 
and documents have been 
obtained for DCP/ACRE, 
as well as for the SURE 
program.” 

The Supplemental 
Revenue Assistance Program 
(SURE) which provides 
benefits for farm revenue 
losses also has a June 1, 
2012 deadline. Losses due to 
natural disasters that occurred 
during the 2010 crop year 
may be eligible for this sign 
up. SURE is available to 
eligible producers on: 

• Farms in counties 

with Secretarial disaster 
declarations, including 
contiguous counties, 

that have incurred crop 
production or quality losses 
of at least 10%, or both, and 
includes all crops grown by a 
producer nationwide, except 
grazed crops. 

• Any farm in which, 
for the crop year, the actual 
production on the farm 
because of disaster-related 
conditions is 50 percent or 
less than normal production 
of the farm.

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Five Facts About Diabetes

With so much health in¬ 
formation readily available, 
it’s often hard for the nearly 
26 million Americans living 
with diabetes to separate fact 
from fiction. To help people 
with diabetes better under¬ 
stand how to manage the dis¬ 
ease, the National Diabetes 
Education Program provides 
five facts about diabetes. 

Fact #1: Diabetes is a 
serious disease. It can lead to 
serious complications such as 
heart attack, stroke, blindness, 
kidney failure, and lower limb 
amputations. People with dia¬ 
betes can take steps to man¬ 
age it and lower their risk for 
complications. Make healthy 
food choices, be physically 
active, and stay at a healthy 
weight. Good diabetes care 
includes managing the ABCs 
of diabetes—as measured by 
the A1C test, blood pressure, 
and cholesterol—to help 
avoid having a heart attack, 
stroke, or other problems. 

Fact #2: The only way 
to know for sure what your 
levels are is to check your 
blood glucose. The absence 
of symptoms of high blood 
glucose is an unreliable guide 
for judging glucose control, 
since symptoms do not occur 
until blood glucose reaches 
high levels. Diabetes is of¬ 
ten called a “silent disease” 
because it can cause serious 
complications even before 
you have symptoms. Set 
your blood glucose targets 
with your diabetes care team. 
Ask your health care team to 
show you how to self-moni¬ 
tor your blood glucose. Keep 
a record of your results, and 
share them with your team. 
Also, know your A1C goal 
and keep a record of your test 
results, which reflect your 
average blood glucose levels 
over the past three months. It 
is the best way to know how 
well your blood glucose is 
controlled overall. 

Fact #3: Small amounts 
of foods that contain sugar 


can be part of a healthy meal 
plan. If you choose to eat 


sweet foods, just have a small 
amount at the end of a healthy 
meal, not every day, or have 
a piece of fruit rather than a 
sugary snack. 

Fact #4: A healthy meal 
plan for people with diabe¬ 
tes is a healthy meal plan 
for everyone. Eat foods that 
are high in fiber and low 
in saturated fats, trans fats, 
cholesterol, salt (sodium), 
and added sugars. Healthy 
foods include a colorful mix 
of fruits and vegetables, fish, 
lean meats, chicken or turkey 
without the skin, dry peas or 
beans, whole grains, and low- 
fat or skim milk and cheese. 
Ask your health care team for 
a healthy meal plan. 

Fact #5: Physical activi¬ 
ty is safe—and essential—for 
people with diabetes. Talk to 
your health care team about 
ways to safely increase your 
daily physical activity. Be¬ 
ing physically active can help 
people with diabetes improve 
their blood glucose, choles¬ 
terol, blood pressure, and 
weight. It also helps improve 
strength, flexibility, and bal¬ 
ance. Start by setting small 
goals until you reach at least 
30 to 60 minutes of physical 
activity on most days of the 
week. Brisk walking is a good 
way to move more. 

The next set of Diabetes 
Self-Management Educa¬ 
tion Classes will begin on 
August 6, 2012, at 1 pm.

This week, a visit to that 
place someone once actually 
called a newspaper’s Toy Shop. 
Sports. 

America’s constituency in 
love with athletics and become 
expert through the internet, are 
too often these days a collective 
of contrarians. Some disagreeably 
disagreeable. Says here, fans 
throw the word ‘hate’ around too 
casually these days. “I hate Duke.

I like to believe for 
every anything-goes-to-win 
fan, there are 10 others bright¬ 
eyed enough to enjoy, even love 
their team, embrace the precious 
present, and move on to other 
joys. 

• Ball coaches. Damaged 
credibility, too many think nothing 
of lying to reporters and thus, 
fans. Control freak (schedule, 
roster) is ingrained in a coach’s 
persona, but remains a clear 
second to multi-year contract con 
job with directors of athletics. 
Both sides know it isn’t binding 
and sadly kids who sign to play 
for a coach know it too. Bottom 
line: Mutually profitable. 

• John Calipari. No hate for 
this guy. One must admire any a 
man who can talk his way into a 
job that pays $19,583.33 a day. 

In 2011-12, Calipari was 
clearly best in his profession.

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Bracken Co. Track and Field Makes History

The Class A Region 5 Championships were held at Admiral Stadium in Danville, KY on Saturday May 12 th . This day 
would go down as the most successful day in Bracken County Track & Field history. The history making began with the 
boys’ 4x800 meter relay. The guys’ team was ranked 2 nd in the region behind Danville and when the gun was fired it was 
obvious that these two teams were going to do battle. Grant Crawford led off and put the team in second right behind 
Danville. He handed off to Steven Cummins who quickly closed the gap, followed by Conner Holleran who brought the 
team to the shoulder of the Admirals’ 3 rd runner. By the hand off Logan Holleran would be a mere 10 meters behind. By 
the 300 meter mark Logan took the lead and then was passed back at the 400 mark. With 200 meters to go Logan passed 
again and with 100 meters to go looked like he was shot out of a cannon. By the time he crossed the finish line the team 
had set a new school record of 8:45 and won a trip to the state meet, beating Danville by 3 seconds. 

Later, freshman Devon Coleman established himself as a state qualifying shot putter with a throw of 37’8”. With his 
strength and size, Devon has the potential to become a future state champion. The next state qualifying performance came 
from Logan Holleran in the 300 meter hurdles. Region 5 is stacked with top notch hurdlers, and coming into this event 
Holleran was ranked 3 rd in the region and 6 th in the state. After the gun fired he smashed the field in a school record of 
41.56 seconds, and will be seeded 2 nd in the state, giving him a legitimate shot at becoming Bracken County’s first State 
Champion in Track and Field. 

The girl’s 4x400 relay would become the nail biter of the day. The team was ranked 4 th coming into the day and would 
have to finish first or second gaining an automatic bid, or running a time strong enough to gain one of the 10 at-large bids to 
the state meet. Brookelyn Brindley ran a blistering first leg placing the team in second behind Lexington Christian Acad¬ 
emy. She then handed off to Breanna Cummins who quickly passed the first place team. Breanna handed the baton off to 
Gracie Kurtz, who ran her fastest lap yet, but was passed by a strong LCA runner. When the final exchange was made to 
Lydia Myers, LCA had pulled away and it became a race for second. Lydia fought her hardest but in the end Danville’s 
anchor leg was stronger and finished in second place. Our team set a new school record of 4:34.18, and the waiting game 
began. By 10 p.m., all regions had reported their results and the Bracken County girls’ made it in, taking the 8 th at-large 
spot. 

The final race of the day was the boys’ 4x400 relay. Jacob Houston started off at a blazing pace and set the team in the 
perfect position for Grant Crawford, who maintained 2 nd place as he passed the baton off to Arthur Wallace. Arthur tried to 
pull close to LCA, but by the final pass to Logan Holleran the team had dropped a few meters back. Holleran poured it on 
and helped bring the team home in 2 nd place with a new school record of 3:40.87, and a berth to the state meet. 

The relay teams and individuals will be making their way to the University of Louisville on Thursday, May 17 th to 
compete in the Class A State Championships.

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Mandatory motor vehicle 
insurance notices to begin in June 

Uninsured motorists risk cancellation of registrations 


Bracken County Clerk 
Rae Jean Poe says an impor¬ 
tant insurance law for Ken¬ 
tucky motorists will soon 
be implemented in Bracken 
County and across the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

As mandated by the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assembly, the 
Kentucky Department of Ve¬ 
hicle Regulation on June 1 
will begin mailing notices to 
owners of registered motor 
vehicles identified as having 
been without personal insur¬ 
ance coverage for more than 
60 days. 

The notices will advise 
those vehicle owners that reg¬ 
istrations for their personal 
vehicles will be canceled if 
they do not obtain required 
insurance or show proof of 
existing insurance within 30 
days. 

“It is against the law in 
Kentucky to operate a motor 
vehicle without insurance,” 
said County Clerk Rae Jean 
Poe. “Vehicle owners who 
abide by the law are too often 
victimized in crashes involv¬ 
ing uninsured drivers. The 



General Assembly recog¬ 
nized that this was unfair and 
mandated this new enforce¬ 
ment initiative.” 

The mandatory insurance 
initiative is aimed at drivers 
who skirt the law by dropping 
coverage once their vehicles 
have been registered. The 
program will be administered 
by the Department of Vehicle 
Regulation, which is part of 
the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet. 

Though simple in con¬ 
cept, the program required 
extensive technology and 
testing. The testing included 
a pilot enforcement program 
in eight Kentucky counties 
- Anderson, Ballard, Boyd, 
Bullitt, Christian, Laurel, 
Pike and Pulaski. 

Each month, insurance 
companies licensed to do 
business in Kentucky submit 
to the Department of Vehicle 
Regulation the vehicle iden¬ 
tification numbers (VIN) of 
the vehicles their personal 
lines policies insure. A data¬ 
base compares the VINs with 
those of vehicles registered 
to Kentucky owners. 

The comparison identi¬ 
fies vehicles for which there 
is no corresponding insur¬ 
ance policy, and owners are 
notified that if they do not 
obtain insurance or provide 
proof of insurance within 30 
days, their Kentucky registra¬ 
tion will be canceled without 
further notice. 

If a notice has been gen¬ 
erated in error - such as in the 
case of an incorrect VIN or a 
vehicle insured on a commer¬ 
cial policy but mistakenly 
listed as insured on a personal 
policy - the owner can contact 
their county clerk or the Divi¬ 
sion of Motor Vehicle Licens¬ 
ing to get the matter resolved. 
However, owners who fail to 
take necessary action will be 
subject to citation for driving

“It’s unfortunate, but be¬ 
cause there are so many dif¬ 
ferent types of motor vehicle 
registration, there will be 
registered owners who have 
the proper coverage but will 
receive a notice in error,” 
Bracken County Clerk Rae 
Jean Poe said. “Everyone 
who receives a notice must 
first take action with their 
county clerk or the Division 
of Motor Vehicle Licensing. 
They may also have to con¬ 
tact their insurance company, 
but that should not be the first 


step. And ignoring the notice 
is not an option. It will result 
in your registration being 
canceled.” 

Bracken County Clerk 
Rae Jean Poe noted that the 
Transportation Cabinet has a 
wealth of information about 
the Mandatory Insurance ini¬ 
tiative on its website: http:// 
transportation. ky.gov/Man- 
datorv-Insurance/Pages/de- 
fault.aspx.
